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THE DEATH LIST 
NOW REACHES 32 


Three More Missing Reported As 
Result of Montreal Horror. 
Ten Bodies Recovered 


Montreal, Junel 14—On additiona 
details coming to light it is found that 
the death list of the Herald butlaing 
disaster has increased to 22. ‘Three 
more victims were addéd today, e|- 
“though their bodies have not yet been 
found, save that of Eline Filon. Three 
known victims in addition to the ‘ist 
Sent yesterday are George Gundy, a 
Messenger, aged 73, Reuben Morrison, 
who was in the building applying for 
employment as a stereotyper when the 
disaster occurred, and Etienne Filon, 
an employee of the bindery depart- 
ment. 

The work of excavating the smok- 
ing heaps of ruins has proceeded 
without intermission since yesterday 
afternoon and so far ten bodies have 
been recovered. Most of these were 
so frightfully burned that identifica- 
tion in many cases was doubtful and 
in almost every case was made by 
means of rings, gold teeth or other 
personal belongings which would not 
burn. The work of searching the 
ruins was most gruesome, nearly all 
the bodies being unrecognizable hulks 
with arms and legs burned away and 
sometimes heads also gone, while arms 
and other limbs were found at times 
which had been shorn from the bod- 
jes by the falling machinery. 

As a result of the disaster many 
business men in the city are feeling 
uneasy as to the safety of thoir over- 
head tanks and some are proposing 
to empty them until assured as to 
their safety. This will be opposed by 
the fire underwriters who demand 
that in order to obtain the most fav- 
ored rates insurers must have at least 
two sources of water supply in case 


of fire, The list of dead so far re- 
covered and identified as nearly as 
possible is: Laura Amesse, forewo- 


man in bindery; Frank Consitt, print- 
er; Pierre F, Quintal, printer; Juliette 
Beaudry, bindery employee; Reuben 
Morrison, Etienne Filon, Jennie White, 
Beatrice Campbell, besides there are 
two unrecognizable female bodies. 

In view of the calamity prompt ac- 
tion has been taken by the board of 
controllers to prevent any recurrence 
of such accidents, this being the third 
collapse of such water tanks within 
the past two years. It was today de- 


cided by the controllers that they 
would at once appoint a board of 
three engineers to make a thorough 


inspection of the 100 overhead water 
tanks in the city as well as of the 
buildings on which they are located.

CALGARY STRIKE THRE. 


Carpenters May Go Out on the First 
of July. 


Calgary, June 4—Although not of- 
ficially stated, it is generally recog- 
nized in organized labor circies that 


unless the contractors or master car- 


penters consent to a standard wage 
of 50 cents per hour for union car- 
penters, a strike will be called to go 


into effect on July 1, The present con- 
tract expires at the end of the month, 
and the union scale prevailing is 41 
1-8 cents per hour. 

Judging from the attitude adopted 
at a recent reorganization, meeting of 
the Calgary Buil@ers’ exehange, a 
strike seems inevitable, and the very 
brisk building development in the 
city will be seriously retarded for an 
indefinite period. The feeling as ex- 
pressed by the exchange was that the 
inaster builders would hold out for a 
sliding wage scale, and pay the men 
according to their ability. Some mem- 
bers of the exchange signified their 
willingness to pay 50 cents an hour 
to the men who were worth it, but 
declared that they would not stand 
for a standard scale of 60 cents an 
hour to all carpenters. Nearly all the 
best carpenters in the city have been 
receiving 50 cents an hour during the 
last two months, and it was thought 
and hoped that this condition of af- 


fairs would prevail without further 
difficulties. 
These hopes received a somewhat 


discouraging blow upon the arrival in 
the city of J. Harding, the organizer 
for the carpenters’ union, who since 
his arrival has been very active and 
has very largely increased the memb- 
ership of the local union in order to 
strengthen and. prepare it for a strike 
in the event of one being called. A 
largely attended meeting was held last 
week, and another one is billed for 
this week, 

It is unofficially stated that the un- 
jon is prepared to hold out for a 
standard wage scale of 50 cents an 
hour,

BITTER ATTACK ON 
SOCIALIST CAMPAIGN 


Lord Joicey in Striking Speech in 
London Lays Bare What He Al- 
leges Are the Selfish Principles and 
Insidious Approaches of English 
Sucialists, 


London, June 14—Lord Joicey, who 
presided over a meeting of the Anti- 
Socialist Union of Great Britain, yes- 
terdny, at his residence, 58 Cadogan 
Square, said it had been thought that 
in the English mind there was not 
much room for Socialism; and he still 
thought so, provided that the English 
mind was led to realize what Socialiem 
meant. The fact was that, while the 
purely Socialist party was very small, 
it was active and clever, and had se- 
much by 
its numbers it would seerf entitled to. 


It contrived to obtain control of the 
executives of trade unions, and yet the 
experience of Mr. Burt, M.P., Mr. John 
Wilson, M.P., and Mr. Fenwick, M.P., 
when they refused to sign the Labour 
party's pledge, and appealed to the 
individual members of their unions, 
showed that thé Socialist executive 
was not truly representative. 

Again, Lurd Jvicey said, the purely

Socialist party had succeeded in con- | 


trolling the. Parliamentary Labour 
party, though contributing a very 
small proportion to its funds. Social- 


ists, too, were able, 
and ability, to get 
Whips and: “bluff” 
drawing Liberal or Conservative can- 
didates and allowing the Socialist 
nominees a clear run. He had always 
held that wherever there was a can- 
didate who would not recognize the 
two great parties of the state—Liber- 
als and Conservatives—he ought to be 
opposed. He was ageinst any com- 
promise whatever with these gentle- 
men, whose views were not only dang- 
erous, but thoroughly unpractical. He 
was very much struck, also, to see how 
many influential people were being got 
hold of by the Socialists, It was sur- 
prising to find clergymen of the 
Church of England and other min- 
isters of religion going on the same 
platform with well known Socialists. 
Such men, he thought, were led away 
by the talk of Christian Socialism; but 
he had always been under the impres- 
sion that the Socialism of Christ and 
the views of modern Socialists were 
as far apart as the poles. The Social- 
ism of Christ was contained in the 
words, “What is mine is thine,’ but 
the Socialism of the Socialists was al- 
together opposite; it was, “What is 
thine is mine.” ‘This latter principle 
permeated the whole Socialistic pro- 
sram. It was based upon pure selfish- 
hess. Socialists wished to control all 
the property and all the means of pro- 
duction of the country, in order to 
use them for their own ends. Munici- 
palities were being influenced by the 
small Socialist party The legislation 
and the administration of the country 
were also being influenced by Social- 
ists. There was a satisfactory ans- 
wer to the arguments of Socialists, 
but that answer must be given. It 
the field were left to the Socialists 
they would continue to gather power 
to the detriment ‘both of the country 
and of the empire at large. Socialists 
were making enormous efforts to pop- 
ularize their Views, and  thos¢ who 
looked on the spread of Soclalism as 
# serious evil must be prepared also 
to organize, They must secure means 
of teaching the electors, and they 
must contrive to oppose any govern- 
ment, of whatever political complec- 
tion, which insisted on pushing for- 
ward schemes tainted with Sovialism.

TRAINS COLLIDE

Calgary, June 15.—Two locomotives 
were telescoped and the engine erew 
of one injured im a head-on colltefon

THE NEW DOMINION OF 
UNITED SOUTH AFRICA 


Correspondent to the London Times Writes of the Newest Dominion in 
the British Empire. 


On June 1 the four self-governing 
British colonies in South Africa ceased 
to exist, The South Africa Union 
has taken their place, and enters on 
its career as a new British Dominion. 
In political status that Dominion will 
be the full peer of the Dominion of 
Canada or of the Australian Com- 
monwealth, and ultimately, in the 
necessary evolution of Imperial Union, 
of the United Kingdom itself. In 
other respects the South African 
Union will form a unit fully compar- 
able with the older Dominions. The 
area of the territories immediately 
under its jurisdiction is nearly half a 
million square miles more in the na- 
tive protectorates and Rhodesia, The 
population of the Union is consider- 
ably over 6,000,000, of whom some 
1,200,000 are of European descent. 
What manner of country will this new 
Dominion be? What is its present 
development? What are its future 
prospects? What are the political 
problems that it will have to solve? 

South Africa has received so much 
attention from the British public | of 
recent years that it might almost seem 
as if such elementary questions were 
superfluous, But as a matter of fact 
that attention has been very spas- 
modic ,and chiefly confinea to the 
political aspect of South African 
affairs, Little notice nas been taken 
of the genéral development of the 
country as a whole, of the gradual 
changes, economic, social and poiiti- 
eal, which have transformed it in the 
eight years which have elapsed since 
the close of the war. The South 
Africa that enters into union today 
differs not only in political construc- 
tion but in many other essential char- 
acteristics from the South Africa with 
which Rhodes and Kruger had to deal 
only a ftew years ago. Even now 
South Africans themselves are only 
dimly conscious of the extent of the 
transformation that has taken place, 
and of the even greater development, 
along the lines laid down since’ the 
war, which the next 20 years are des- 
tined to witness. 


Transportation, 


The master-key of the problem of 
development in any new country is 
comprised in a single word—trans- 
portation. Given an adequate sys- 
tem of transportation, and all else, 
agricultural, industrial, and national 
development ,will follow in due time. 
The St. Lawrence, the Great Lakes, 
and the Canadian Pacific Railway 
have created the Canada we know to- 
day. The Grand Trunk Pacific and 
Canadian Northern are building up on 
that foundation a new Canada, a 
country which will have breadth as 
well as length. To South Africa the 
solution of the transportation problem 
is eyer more vital than to Canada. 
South Africa has no navigable rivers 
or lakes, no deeply indented coastline 
lending itself to a busy coasting tra- 
ffic.” Her development depends en- 
tirely on the extension of her railway 
syrtem, There were railways in 
South Africa before the war, connect- 
ing Kimberley and Johannesburg 
with the chief ports. But there was 
no railway system and no transporta- 
tion policy. Sach of the South Afri- 
can governments looked upon its lines 
as a means of making revenue at the 
expense of the mining industry, and

assistance to farmers as 
with the direct object of finding out 
what South Africa really could do 
The whole apparatus of experts and 
scientific investigators was at first 
smiled at by Lord Miliner’s support- 
ers as a harmless personal fad and 
denounced. by the Boer leaders as a 
foolish extravagance. But before the 
period ot Crown Colony government 
was over the admirable work of the 
new department was beginning to tell.

The result is 
already strikingly noticeable to any- 
one who, like the writer, has revis- 
ited South Africa at intervals during 
the last few years. Stock diseases and 
locusts have been kept in check with 
an effectiveness ung@reamt of in old 
days.

Mealies, lucerne and crops of every 
kind are grown over a far larger 
acreage than ever before, 


Above all,

confidence, of a readiness 
to make experiments and be guided 
by scientific advice, is beginning to 
permeate the farmers of South Af- 
rica, This change is to no small ex- 
tent dife to the establishment on the 
land of English settlers, of whom 
there are some 1,300 in the two Col- 
onies established by the government, 
and, perhaps, twice as many again 
who have taken up holdings indep-

The Prospecis of Agriculture, Africa has hitherto suffered trom 


Given the framework of develop- 
ment in the shape of a sound and 
adequate system of transportation, the 
next question is, What is the charac- 
ter of the development to be? The 
answer, and it is one that may surprise 
many who only know the old South 
Atvica, is that the development of 
the new South Africa will be mainly 
agricultural, Before the war, South 
Africans, as a rule ,were content to 
acquiesce in the view that agriculture 
was only possible in a few favored 
distriets, such as the Cape Peninsula, 
or the “Conquered Territory’ in the 
Orange River Colony, or elsewhere in 
euch amall patches of the veld as 
could be put under irrigation. For

Malze, with its secondary products, 
bacon and beef, lard and hides, will 
be the great staple on which South 
Africa will depend in the future: But 
they by no means exhaust its agricul- 
tural possibilities. There is room for 
a very large extension of sheep farm- 
ing. Ostrich farming is already a re- 
markably prosperous industry, ahd 
likely to remain so, The tobacco, 
fruit, and wine industries are all ca- 
pable of very great development. The 
improvement in the quality of Cape 
wines in the last ten years has been 
most noticeable, and it is really sur- 
prising that they heve not yet found 
a greater demand in the British mar- 
ket. Except for tea and sugar plant- 
ing in Natal, very little has yet been 
done in the low-lying sub-tropical re- 


gions of South Africa, but tea, cof- 
fee, cotton, sisal, and ground nuts 
ought all to do well in the Trans- 


vaal veld and in Rhodesia. 

The agricultural development 
South Africa must depend on the 
building up of an export trade; we 
South African home market is much 
too small to cope with all that South 
Africa can produce. It is for this 
reason‘that South Africa is deeply in- 
terested in the fiscal policy of the Un- 
ited «ingdom.

But, grent, as the future of South 
African agriculture is destined to be, 
it is essential to remember that at 
present, and for a good many years 
to come, mining is still the main- 
spring of South African prosperity. 
Here again the development since the 
war has been very great. Without 
the help of Chinese labor rapid re- 
covery after the war would have been 
impossible. Since then the improve- 
ment of the treatment of native lab- 
ore rs of the mines, due to Lord Mil- 
ner’s efforts, the co-operation of the 
various South African governments, 
and thé cessation of many of the pub- 
lic works undertaken after the war 
have enabled the mines to replace 
the Chinese by degrees. Meanwhile 
methods have been improved, work- 
ing costs lowered, and the area and 
life of the Witwatersrand goldfields 
thus largely increased. The indus- 
try is now on a sounder footing than 
ever before. But the iabor difficulty 
will continue to beset is throughout, 
hampering its expansion, though at 
the same time providing a constant 
stimulus to greater economy and ef- 
ficiency of working. To that diffi- 
culty there can be no final solution in 


the near future. Ultimately the 
growth of agriculture and the in- 
crease, by immigrauon or otherwise, 


of the white population may lead to 
an alteration of the whole basis of 
industry all over South Africa from 
black to white labor. Greatly as that 
goal is to be desired, it is hardly in 
sight as yet, and it Is premature to 
talk of any large substitution of white 
for colored labor on the mines in the 
near future. 

Meanwhile the steady

by no little mining activity in other 
directions. The Transvaal and Natal 
are rapidly becoming not only con- 
siderable producers but exporters of 
coal, and can hope before long to 
command the bulk of the coal trade 
round the coasts of the Indian Oc- 
ean, ‘There are several small tin 
mines being worked with considerable 
success in the Transvaal, and great 
hopes are eutertained of the develop- 
ment of the copper industry In the 
northern Transvaal, 

The Prospects of Manufacture, 

With abundant coal, iron, and raw 
products of all kinds, South Africa 
is bound sooner or later to become a

manufacturing country of no small 
importance. But with the present 
shortage of labor, with the necessity 
of cheap production on the mines, 
and with the prior claims of agri- 
culture there is no room for any 


great development of manufactures in 
South Africa for many years to 
come, though industries based on lo- 
cal supplies of raw materials, such as 
leather, soap, and the coarser wool- 
len goods, may be enabled to flourish 
with the help of moderate protective 
duties,

THE TROUBLE WITH REGINA 


A'though the unjustifiable and un- 
expected ejection of Brookins from 
the game had much to do with the 
poor showing of Walters’ men in Al- 
berta, the fact cannot be denied that 
several games were lost through other 
reasons. For one thing, the pitching 
staff does not shape up strong enough 
Frequently our fellows made plenty 
of runs to win 9 out of 10 ordinary 
games only to have the ¢wirler blow 
up near the finish.
